SELF GOVERNMENT NOT YET SAFE 


Virginian Says the Promise To Make 
Cuba Free and Independent Should

Fortunes Rapidly. 


Washineton, October 29.—General Fitz 
Lee, who is in the United States on a 
vacation from his post in Cuba, is in the 
city on his way south. He is accompa- 
nied by his son. Tomorrow night General 
Lee expects to go to Richmond to wit- 
launching of the Shubrick, but 
Washington Wednesday. 
In an jnterview he says the people of 
Cuba are steadily improving under the 
existing protectorate of the United States, 
and are but surely rebuilding 
their war-wasted homes repairing 
their crippled fortunes. Life and prop- 
erty are secure in Cuba, owing largely, 
he said, to the salutary restraint exer- 
cised by the American military authority. 
He thinks the time not ripe yet, how- 
ever for a purely Cuban government. 

“Cuba,”’ said General Lee, “is improv- 
ing. The Cubans are cractable and quiet 
and the revolution has given them self 
respect and self reliance. Their impulses 
are generally in the right direction, but, 
of course, both in the theory and prac- 
tice of self-government they’ are wholly 
without experience. There is among cer- 
tain Cubans ai deep-seated prejudice 
against some men, who, the Cubans 
think, oppressed Cubans under Spanish 
rule, and if given a free rein the Cubans 
would make short work of them. The 
United States government is pledged to 
grant independence to Cuba after the 
island has been pacified and I believe 
that promise should be fulfilled just 
swiftly as we can in reason and jus- 
tice. 

“The industrial situation a improving 
and money is eradually going into Cuba, 
but nothing like as fast as it would if 
investors were sure that property would 
remain safe for years to come and be 
protected by a government strong enough 
to enforce law and. order.’’

Nashville, Tenn., October 29.—The fol- 
lowing letter hag been received from Gen- 
eral Joe Wheeler in the Philippines; 

“Santa Reta, Isle of Luzon, September 
18, 1899.—Van Leer Kirkman:—My Dear 
Young Cousin: I have now seen much of 
the country and the people in that part of 
Luzon for about fifty miles north of Ma- 
nila. In every town there is a magnifi- 
cent stone church and a convent or mon- 
astery. The insurgents have a great an- 
tipathy to the priesthood or friars, and 
they have dismantled many of the 
churches. The value of the church and 
monastery of a town seems to be equal 
in many cases to the value of all the 
other buildings in the town. 

“The more I talk to people the more I 
am convinced that the insurgents are ac- 
tuated, in a measure, by a spirit of com- 
munism, and in their talks their most 
serious objection to the church seems to 
be the fact that the ecclesiastical organ- 
izations OWn so much property, and one 
of Aguinaldo’s most earnest demands is 
Uhat the church property be confiscated. 

“There is a general impression that the 
insurgent army is made up very largely 
of people without property, and that peo- 
ple who have property desire the Ameri- 
eans to control, so that they can have 
protection and feel that their property is 
secured to them, but I find that there is 
also a fear or apprehension among some 
of the wealthy that if Americans control 
and give universal suffrage the power of 
the wealthy people would be taken away 
and their hold on property very much im- 
paired, I think that if the wealthy people 
would be assured that they would be 
protected in their property rights by the 
United States, it would have a very good 
effect. 

Not All Charges True. 

“The friars and priests are charged with 
all sorts of oppressions and misdemeanors, 
but it must be remembered that friars 
and priests are very numerous and in 
So large a body there will be found every 
possible phase of Character and disposi- 
tion. Some of them are no doubt op- 
pressors of the people, exacting in the 
collection of rentals from the land, in- 
_dulge themselves in many ways and lead 
lives very different from what should 
characterize the life of a priest. But there 
are very many good men among them. 

“The statement that I have seen that 
70 per cent of the people of Luzon can 
read and write is a great mistake. Tl may 
be true of Manila, but it is not true of 
the rural districts and the percentage if 
illiteracy in the other islands is much 
greater than in Luzon. The appearance, 
mode of life and method of performing 
work is today very much Jike it is describ- 
ed in the Bible at the time anid even be- 
fore the Christian era. 

“The people dress very much as thev 
did two thcusand years ago. Today I 
Spent some time in watching natives 
| cleaning shucks from rice, the methoa of 
i shelling and cleaning is primitive and no 
better than they were two thousand years 
| ABO. 

“Nearly everything can be grown, but 
oranges and bananas are not so good as in 
other localities, the reason no doubt be- 
ing that they seem to give them no cul- 
tivation whatever. Coffee is grown which 
is said to be super’or to Mocha. 


Rice Prevents a Famine. 

“Niice is the principal product and a 
failure of that crop would cause a terrible 
famine, as the people depend almost en- 
tirely upon it for food. 

“Sugar is the principal crop for ex- 
port. The greatest amount exported tn 
/€any one year was 261,681 tons, which was 
| in 1893. 
| “Corn grows very rapidly and the ears 
| reach their full growth about sixty davs 
|from the time of planting. There is a 
| great abundance of very valuable timber 
in these islands, and many varieties of 
beautiful hard woods under native names, 
such as manogany, black walnut and eb- 
| ony. 
| “Gold, copper, coal, iron. sulphur, lead, 
| building stone, petroleum and guano are 
| found. 
| “There are many different tribes living 
in these islands, the only ones in active 
| rebellion being the Tagalos. This tribe 
occupies some eight provinces in the 
neighborhood of Manila, and their asso- 
ciation with Europeans has made them 
more civilized than the other tribes. 

“We are now seven or eight miles from 
Porac, where an insurgent force has been 
stationed for some time, but around here 
and through this vast valley the people 
are actively engaged in planting rice. 1 
have been riding around the outskirts of 
this place and the fields are dotted with 
men, women and children planting rice. 

‘“‘Tam confident that a brigade of cavalry 
could easily travel through a great part 
of the island. 

“The Suez canal brought the Philippines 
much nearer to Europe and has greatly 
increased its commerce. 

“The exports of hemp have greatly in-

Coffee Growth Decreases. 


‘The shipments of coffee greatly in- 
creased until the year 1886, when the 
amount exported amounted to 7,337 tons 
and from 1880 to 1890 the shipments aver- 
aged about 6,000 tons a vear, but from 
that time thev have fallen off and from 
1893 to 1897 the annual shipments aver- 
aged only 200 tons. 

‘T learn the following about cotton from 
reliable sources: The cotton tree is found 
growing in an uncultivated state in many 
islands of the achipeiago. Long staple 
cotton was formerly extensively culti- 
vated in the province of Lllocos Norte, 
when, many years ago, large quantites 
of good cotton stuffs were exported. This 
industry still exists. The cultivation of 
this staple was, however, discouraged by 
the local goverrors, in order to urge the 
planting of tcbacco for the government 
supplies. It has since become difficult to 
revive the cotton production, although 
an essay. in pamphlet form (for which a 
prize was awarded at Madrid), was gra- 
tuitously distributed over the colony in 
1888 with that object. Nevertheless, cot- 
ton spinning and weaving is still carried 
on on a reduced seale, in the llocos prov- 
ince (Luzon west coast). 

“Wild cotton fs practically useless for 
spinning, as the staple is extremely 
short, but perhaps by hybridization and 
careful attention its culture might be- 
come valuable to the colony. 

“The pod is elliptical and the cotton, 
which burst from it at maturity, is snow 
white. It is used for stuffing pillows 
and mattresses. 

“It is a common thing to see wild cot- 
ton trees planted along the high road 
to serve as telegraph posts, by the time 
the seed is fully ripe every leaf has falien 
and nothing but the bursting peas re-

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SPANISH GENERALS 
FULLY EXONERATED 


Supreme Council Investigates the San- 
tiago Campaign Fully. 
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ALL OFFICERS ARE ACQUITTED 


Report Made to Minister of War at 
Madrid Makes Small History. 


DEFENSE OF THE TOWN WAS IMPOSSIBLE 


Presence of South Atlantic Squadron 
Prevented Re-enforcements from 
Reaching the General.

Washington, October 29.—The bureau 
of naval intelligence has made public an 
interesting document published in the 
official organ of the minister of war at 
Madrid and containing the sentence of the 
supreme |counci] in the proceedings instl- 
tuted betause of the capitulation of San- 
tiago in the summer of 1898. The defend- 
ants named in the proceedings include 
Jose Toral Velasquez, general of divi- 
sion and successor of General Linares 
in command of the Fourth army corps 
of Cuba; General Mesa, chief of the bri- 
gade of Guantanamo; Lieutenant Colonel 
Velarde, military commander of Bara- 
coa; Lieutenant Colonel Rafael Alegri, 
commander of Sagua de Tanamo; Captain 
Arutro Hidalgo, commander of Alto Son- 
g0; Captain Jose Ga:cia, commander of 
San Louis; Captain Romualdo Martinez, 
commander of Palma Soriano, and Cap- 
tain Clemente Peyro, commander at E] 
Cristo. The defendants named, besides 
General Toral, are the commanders of the 
outlying miltary posts which were in- 
cluded in the capitulation of Santiago. 

The most interesting feature of the 
report is the fact that the court lavs 
great stress upon the importance of the 
American. naval forces, and declares that 
without their co-operation it would have 
been impossible for the American forces 
to have compelled the surrender of San- 
tiago. The sentence of the court con- 
cludes by vindicating General Toral from 
any censure for the surrender of the city, 
stating that he had ‘used every means 
of defense required by the laws of honor 
and duty attestea by the Obrflliant 
battles sustained from June 22d to the 
day of capitulation, and the many casual- 
ties in generals, commanders, officers and 
privates durine said battles.’ 

Defendants Are Exonerated. 


The other defendants are exonerated, 
having acted under the instructions of 
their commanding general, who, in turn, 
had the sanction of his home govern- 
ment for each step taken. 

Before reaching this conclusion, how- 
ever, the court goes into what mav be 
characterized as a brief but comprehen- 
sive history of the whole Cuban cam- 
paign from the Spanish standpoint, the 
various reverses met with from time to 
time being cited as explanations of the 
final surrender of the city. which 
pointed out as being inevitable from the 
time the American squadron blockaded 
the harbor and cut off all hope of out- 
side assistance. It is declared that dur- 
ing the bombardment of Santiago, on 
May 3lst, about 100 shots were fired by 
Spanish batteries and the Colon in a 
space of forty-five minutes. The fact 
that the Colon aided the batteries of 
Moro, Sacopa and Punta Gorda 
the bombardment is hew.

The 
provisiens in the city at the time of the 
surrender, it is said, consisted of rice, 
salt, oil, coffee, sugar and brandy only, 
and of these only about ten days’ supply 
remained. 


Soldiers Had To Go Hungry. 

There were over 1,700 sick in the hospi- 
tals, who had to be fed, ‘“‘to say nothing of 
the soldiers who spent day and night in 
trenches after three years of campaign- 
ing, the last three months of which they 
seldom had meat to eat and were often 
reduced to rations mentioned above.’”’ 

Great stress is laid upon the presence 
of the American squadron off the coast 
and the court declares that besides the 
numerical superiority of the enemy on 
land with “seventy pieces of modern ar- 
tillery and the support of a powerful 
squadron,” no re-enforcements could 
reach Santiago except by sea, and this 
beventually became a vain hope from the 
moment when the American ships com- 
pletely closed the harbor entrance.

Colonel Nathaniel J. Hammond, by 
members of the Atlanta Bar Association, 
attested to the high esteem in which that 
famous barrister was held by the other 
members of his profession in Atlanta. 


best known young attorneys in the city, 
on the life and character of Colone! 
Hammond, was an eloquent and forceful 
effort. 

Mr. Alexander paid a graceful tribute 
to the memory of the departed lawyer, 
which was warmly“applauded by the other 
members of the association, at the regu- 
lar weekly meeting of the organization, 
when the address was delivered. 

The speech of Mr. Alexander was as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. Chairman: Although a junior member 
of this association, and feeling, perhaps, to 
some extent my action may be violative of 
precedent, my admiration for the great char- 
acter we memorialize today prevents my re- 
maining silent on this occasion of its last for- 
mal consideration by the bar. 

The correct portrayal by mere words of any 
human Hfe, however low or high, is an impos- 
sibility. The difficulty lies in the inherent 
limitations of mind and_=e sneech. When 
Macaulay took up his pen to delineate the 
character of William Pitt it was a meeting 
of the most brilliant literary genius and one 
of the most exalted subjects. And yet it 1s 
instinctively felt that even the great essay falls 
short of a complete presentation of the even 
greater Englishman. Where is the subtle ge- 
nius which can preserve and transmit a true 
picture of the unique and striking personality 
of Nathaniel J. Hammond—of that figure, 
small, but of supreme dignity: of that coun- 
tenance, severe, but noble and commanding: 
of that brow set with the mark of a sweep- 
ing intellectuality ? 

If we look for an explanation of the honors 
paid his memory in the high political achiev- 
ments of his life we will not find it there. 
They have been equaled and surpassed. Nor 
does it lie in his prestige as a great jurist, 
though his talent was recognized as of the 
highest in the state. Nor is it found in his 
labors as an educator, although his service 
in this fleld was continuous and distinguished. 
It is found in his own personal character, 
which at first contact compelled the observa- 
tion: ‘‘Here ig something exceptional; here 
is something unique,’’ and which to longer 
acquaintances revealed a moral and intellectual 
purity that was even classic. 

There was one feature of his character 
which, though auxiliary to the rest, was most 
notable, and that was his attainments as a 
scholar, the man of belle lettres and of books, 
the student of history and of men. His culture 
was genuine and without a flaw. One of his 
favorit? passages from Shakespeare, for I 
have heard him use jit more than once, was 
that in the first scene of ‘‘Hamlet’’ 
the soldier Marcellus, in his fear at the ap- 
pearance of the specter, cries to Horatio: 
‘‘Thou art a scholar, speak to it.’’ 

On one occasion a tourist, lately returne1 
from the city of Rome, in Italy, where he had 
spent a number of years, was much sur- 
prised to find in conversation with Colonel 
Hammond that, although he had never 
foot in Europe, he knew as much about 
location of the streets. and aqueducts 
palaces of the Eternal City as the tourist 
himself.

It was the wish of many that Mr. Bar- | 
rett shoula deliver an address while here | 


upon the subject, but being called off 
hurriedly he consented to be quoted upon 
bis views, 

Trade in the Far East. 

“The far-east or Pacific Asia,’ said Mr. 
Barrett, ‘“‘presents the greatest undevel- 
oped opportunity for the south. While 
the markets of the orient appeal to ail 
sections, they hold out unsurpassed in- 
ducements for exportation at the hands 
of the southern manufacturing and agri- 
cultural interests. The south is looking 
for such foreign markets as will advance 
both her industrial and farming weaith 
and bring prosperity to the greatest num- 
ber of her population. In my opinion, af- 
ter careful study of the possibilities of 
the Asiatic demand and field, from Java 


and Siam on the south, to Japan and Si- | 
beria on the north, embracing a coast line | 


of 4,000 miles, a population of 500,000,v00 
and a present incipient foreign trade of 
nearly $1,000,000,u00, the time will come in 
the near future when China, Japan, Co- 
rea, Manchuria and Siberia on the north 
and Siam, Straits Settlements, Indo- 
China, Java and the Philippines on the 
south, will consume every surplus pound 
of cotton, either manufactured or raw, 
that the south can produce from Virginia 
to Texas. This is no exaggeration, and 
had I not particularly investigated both 
at coast ports and in the interior the de- 
veloping wants of the Asiatics, I would not 
thus emphatically place myself on record. 

“To be more explicit, I do not necessari- 
ly mean that conditions will develop by 
which Asia will take every pound of cot- 
ton above what the south itseif con- 
sumes, but will require it in such pegma- 
hent quantities that not only will over- 
production within reasonable limits be 
forestalled, but the south will be made 
independent of the British and European 
markets and in a position to dictate the 
price of cotton because of the Asiatic as 
well as the European demand. What this 
means to the great farming population 
of the south ean be easily imagined. The 
farmers form the major portion of the 
people south of Mason and Dixon’s line, 
and while the south has much to expect 


from industrial and manufacturing prug-. 


ress, its chief concern is the agricultural 
side of its life with cotton the principal 
Staple. Every farmer in Georgia, as well 
as in her sister states, has, therefore, a 
special concern in the exportation, protec- 
tion and control of Pacific and Asiatic 
markets by the United States. No other 
Section of the country or no other class 
of population have more at stake in 
trans-Pacific trade than respectively the 
s0uth and the farmers. 

The Possibilities of the Orient. 

“Let us glance for a few minutes at 
oriental lands with reference to their pos- 
sibilities. Permit me, however, to say a 
word in regard to personal study of Asia. 
Appointed United States minister to Siam 
some five years ago, it was my privilege, 
either in executing special missions of 
the government or in traveling during 
leaves of absence, to visit repeatedly both 
the coast and interior not only of Siam, 
but of China, Japan, Corea and the Phil- 
ippines—going to the latter first in times 
Of peace and later in period of warfare. 

“During these five years I humbly but 
earnestly hammered away. in reports to 
the state department, letters to trade or- 
kanizations and to leading newspapers, 
such as The Atlanta Constitution, which 
I received regularly in Siam, upon Amer- 
ica’s Asiatic trade opportunity, but it re- 
quired the Spanish war, Dewey's victory 
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and our occupation of the Philippines to 
thoroughly awaken the manufacturers, 
exporters and farmers of America to a 
realization of what is before them in the 
Pacific,

What I outline 
in regard to Japanese competition will 
also apply equally well to that of China 
and other Asiatic lands. 

‘“‘Let me say inthis connection that gen- 
erally speaking I think highly of the 
Japanese and believe.that Japan should 
now be recognized as one the world pow- 
ers. If she and the United States can 
work together in the Pacific for the 
preservation and enlargement of their 
mutual interests great good will be ac- 
complished fcr both. Colonel A. E. Buck, 
our present able minister to Japan, and 
a distinguished Georgian, holds that Ja- 
pan and the United States have similar 
interests at stake in China and the far 
€as*. 

“T would that I had more time to dis- 
cuss in detail the commercial conditions

The report of the legislative tax 
commission gives a prominence to the 
present session of the legislature which 
usually attaches only to state consti- 
tutional conventions. Taxation is the 
supreme effort of government, because 
through that power the state reaches 
into the pocket of every individual, 


and renders his possessions either prof- | 


itable or unprofitable as its exactions 
fiuctuate. 
In introducing the question, the com- 


‘mission invites discussion by an argu- 


mentative paragraph as follows: 

Your committee has concluded at the 
outset that the system of taxation which 
makes every taxpayer his own tax asses- 
sor is radically erroneous. The experi- 
ence of government testifies to the fact 
that avarice is too often the master of 
human frailty for the state to practically 
leave to the taxpayer as to how much 
he shall take from his own pocket to 
contribute to the support of the body 
politic. Such a system, and the system 
under which this state now operates. ex- 
acts from the scrupulous and the honest, 
disproportionate tol]. and lays upon the 
owner of visible property an unjust share 
of the burdens of taxation. This hg- 
tory of our present System shows that, 
as if by common consent, civic morals 
so far relax at times that even in 
midst of industrial improvement and in- 
creasing values, depleted returns and 
sequestered properties actually embar- 
rass the necessary and economical ad- 
ministration of the government.

The bill to change the site from Abbe- 
ville to Rochelle was tntroduced at the 
last session, but the friends of the meas- 
ure failed to bring it up before adjourn- 
ment. During the recess the members 
of the Abbeville faction went earnestly 
to work, and they promise that Ro- 
chelle will get the site only after a hard

That seems to me to cover the 
ground, and it is only another way of ex- 
pressing the thought of the text which I 
have This may seem a simple 
thing to do, and it is. It may seem an 
easy thing to do, but it fs not. Successful] 
life is not an easy down grade, but it fs 
duty. If any one rises he must c¢limb, 
and there is no excellenre without labor. 
I present this thought upon the thresh- 
held of this discourse, because we might 
as well know that in meeting life’s obli- 
gations one cannot float on ‘‘flowery 
beds.” Iam not here today for the purpose 
of giving you a theory to be admired, but 
I am here to present a principle to be re- 
ceived. It is one thing to applaud a sys- 
tem, but it is quite another thing to prac- 
tice a plan. Perhaps too many sermons 
are preached without this warning. Let 
us be in earnest. I can conceive of a great 
palace, surrounded with all the luxuries 
and furnished with all the conveniences 
and arranged according to all the im- 
provements which inventive genius can 
suggest. There it is in full and splendid 
view of my imagination. It is a perfect 
conception, but that {fs all. I pan fancy 
such a palace as my home, but there is 
no such place. It is a phantom, a dream, 
“a castle in the air.’’ I do not own one 
foot of ground upon which to erect such 
a princely dwelling; I never had a real 
thought of contracting for its construc- 
tion—I would not be able even to pay for 
the design of such a house. It is no 
more than “the dream of one who dreams 
that he has been dreaming.”’ §o it is 
with many a sermon. Instead of breath- 
ing itself into life, Inspiring a practical 
purpose, assimilating itself into character 
and touching the chords of eternal destiny, 
it becomes a vision of the morning, too 
soon to break and vanish like the spark- 
ling dew before the heat of summer sun. 

I do not desire to cast upon my hearers 
anything like the unreal impression of one 
who plays a part.

It is sometimes 
claimed that Christianity is of this kind. 
Some say that it is unreasonable, 
one is expected to believe 
without understanding anything. 
that is a mistake. No religion

It is true that ‘‘we walk by faith and not 
by sight.’’ Our belief is in the unseen 
yea, largely in the unknown. But what 
more can be said of any religion? The 
skeptic who says, “‘Where is thy God?’ is 
unable to tell us anything of his own. 
Oh! unbelieving man, where is thy God? 
Can he be seen, or heard, of felt or 
touched or known? If you do not believe 
in the one whom we serve because you 
cannot see His face and hear His voice, 
whom do you believe? If this is unreason- 
able, what have you that is less so? The 
very fact that Christianity rlaims a power 
and a personality which cannot be seen 
is one of the subli.mest evidences that 
Christianity is true. Point me to any- 
thing in time or space which you have 
every seen or touched, and I will cal] as 
witnesses reason, science and history, and 
they will testify that these things must 
pass away. The ceumbling columns of 
earth, the vanishing vapors of sky, the 
falling stars of heaven—these are prophe- 
cies of the ultimate and entire dissolution 
of the visible universe. ‘‘For the things 
which are se@ are temy@ral, but the 
things which are not seen are eternal.” 

If you can destroy all faith in the un- 
seen, you can also destroy faith in re- 
ligion, because it is spiritual, and spirit- 
ual things are invisible. No system of 
faith can commend itself to the human 
mind unless it reaches in the ultimate 
to the imperishable and eternal. We do 
not want a hope which can be swept 
away by the tide of time. ‘‘Faith,”’ says 
the author of the book of Hebrews, 
“faith is the substance of things hoped 
for. the evidence of things not seen.” 
Therefore, from the standpceint of human 
reason alone, no other religion could 


possibly have any advantage of Christi- 


anity. 

The passage of scripture quoted in this 
connection is a remarkable one. While 
it speaks of things hoped for, and un- 
geen, it also speaks of the sure founda- 
tion and the evidence: It is highly possi- 
ble and entirely reasonable to accept 
conclusions from evidence. This prevails 
in courts of justice and in gcientilfic in- 
Paul says, “The invisivdle 
things from the creation of the world are 
clearly scen, being understood by the 
things that are made.” Tnat which wo 
see gives evidence of the unseen. That 
Which we know is proof of the unknown. 
Here is an illustration: I take hold upon 
the limb of a tree and pull. I cannot see 
the point—hecause of dense foliage—where 
it is connected with the trunk, but-I 
have evidence that it is so connected.
